‘The issue now satisfactorily’ 
determined has brought to light 
certain, weaknesses in the 
League's constitution. It was 
not to be expected that such a 
revelation would be long delay-| 
ed. A’ constitution which has 
m0 gaps and no snags may be 
created in Utopia but not by 
human agency. To begin with, 
‘the application of the sanc- 
tions has been found to be 
impossible. The idea of a 
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decisions is ruled out, as also| 
is the plan of an economic boy-| 
cot. If, on this oceasion, the| 
[League, for various reasons, had 
to reject those motions, it is quite| 
impossible to imagine any future| 
crisis in which they could be| 
seriously adopted. Logically, 
this development is not sur-| 
prising, ‘The whole basis of the| 
[League's foundation is the 
lelimination of force. Once, there 
fore, it invoked that weapon it| 
would be stultified. This point| 
did not occur at the time the 
Covenant was framed. It did! 
Inot strike the attention of those| 
‘who, in furthering the proposals| 
lof the Kellogg Pact, talked of 
the outlawry of war. Here is| 
no cause for imagining that the 
League will go the way of the 
Holy Alliance, from which Great, 
Britain withdrew in 1830. in 
appreciation of that precise 
point. The League has implicitly 
endorsed the view that the only 
sanction is that of persuasion. 
Tt coincides with the com- 
paratively recent formulation of| 
the idea of mobilising for peace. 
Now that China and Japan are 
‘once more in accord the 
League, it 1s possible to hope 
that the way will be cleared for 
‘a speedy abandonment by both 
[sides of apparent reliance on the 
dictates of force. The Chinese! 
[Government's present determina- 
tion to suppress the boycott 
must be intensified. It is the 
logical result of the unanimous 
decision made at Paris. Similar- 
ly the new Government at Tokyo.

‘oreign Minister being physical- 
ly assaulted by angry students, 
who were permitted to go:

demonstrations on a larger scale.| 
Many of these students are mere| 
school boys. Yet, here. in 
‘Shanghai, ‘they have actually 
‘overawed the chief executive of| 
the Chinese Municipality, a man 
whose record is by no’ means 
lacking in achievement and, by 
successfully demanding the dis- 
missal of an important police 
official, have put a premium on 
youthful “frightfulness.” Tt is: 
easy to offer prescriptions for 
the treatment of a malady of 
this kind. Tt is easy to wax, 
sarcastic over the timidity of an 
loficialdom which, apparently, is| 
unaware of the efficacy of cer-| 
tain old-fashioned remedies for| 
the proper deflation of youth-| 
fful_swollen-headedness.

‘The unreal attempt 
‘to draw a thin line of diserimina- 
tion between an organised boy- 
cott and a boycott based on 
spontaneous personal and in- 
dividual disapproval of Japan 
naturally did little to shackle 
the skilled devotees of the boy- 
ott weapon. Although, from| 
time to time, official action was 
taken—as for example in the! 
recent return of certain Japanese 
merchandise to the Japanese 
consulate—it was essentially 
half-hearted and tentative. The 
boycott has steadily gained in 
vehemence and, as is inevitable, 
it has aroused popular irritation 
if only because, aimed against’ 
fone particular" community, it 
has, in fact, damaged all. and, 
not’ least, the Chinese | them- 
selves. The exploitation by the 
boycotters of a spurious national 
sentiment could not be expected 
to proceed without capturing the 
[susceptible and impressionable 
minds of the students. This has 
coincided with the growth of a 
disillusionment which has been 
finding expression in intense: 
dissatisfaction with the Kuomin- 
tang and the Government. The 
victims have logically no ground 
lof complaint.

BRITAIN’S TARIFF

‘The growing feeling on the 
Continent against Britain's in- 
tention to restore a Tariff will be 
watched from this distance with 
no little interest, chiefly beeause 
it serves to show how quickly a 
set of cixeumstances can influence 
‘a state of mind, Great Britain 
up to 1842 had a most elaborate 
‘tariff, so elaborate that from that 
year until 1860 the British Par- 
iament was engaged in abolish- 
ing duties on no less than 938 
imported articles, leaving even- 
tually no more’ than 48, It 
is true that on a large number 
‘of those articles revenue thus 
produced was insignifieant, but 
the fact is quoted to show the 
great scope of the British import 
duties in those days.

popularly known in Germany as 
“tribute,” but at the same time 
proceeding with costly develop- 
ments wholly out of proportion 
with the impoverished condition| 
she has so consistently pleaded. 
The article by Mr. Garet Garrett, 
recently published in these 
columns. eloquently dealt with 
this aspect of the subject.

Hoover has reason to be wary 
of his opponents. They match 
in numbers his own supporters 
so very closely. They are pre- 
paring for the Presidential cam- 
paign out of which they hope 
to secure, next year at White 
House, the installation of the 
first Democrat since President 
Wilson. Mr. Hoover has the un- 
happy. knowledge that, in the 
present state of economic fer-| 
‘ment, it is difficult for his sup- 
porters to maintain their morale: 
in the face of popular tendenci 
to ascribe the evils of their lot 
to the Government in office. The 
Democrats have the ball at their| 
feet; they are likely to use the’ 
opportunity to the fall. Nor are| 
they without leaders ‘who can 
point to records on the basis of| 
which public confidence can be 
commanded. Mr. Hoover cannot! 
prove that they would have hand- 
led the situation worse than he 
has done. They cannot be forced 
to show that their arguments in 
favour of their own superior! 
capacity have no solid founda-| 
tion. 

Possibly. Mr. Hoover would 
like to ask Mr. MacDonald how| 
ft is possible to rope in your| 
political opponents into a Na-| 
ional Government and so obtain 
a fair division of the blame— 
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and such praise as may be due 

for a parlous economic situa- 
‘tion, But the American Constitu- 
tion’ would forbid the adoption 
lof any such device, even though 
it bears the hall-mark of British 
conservatism. Not only have 
matters gone badly for Mr. 
Hoover in economics. The re- 
feent difficulty in Manchuria has 
‘been embarrassing for him. It 
led to his Government's proceed 
ing further than ever before in 
associating America with the 
League of Nations, There was 
fa discreet check placed on Mr. 
Stimson but for a Republican 
‘Administration to have raised 
lively hopes of a reversal of 
‘America’s aloofness from Geneva 
was an extraordinary lapse of 
‘which the Democrats may make 
capital, ‘The mere fact that 
Democrats are supposed to have 
a pious interest in the League 
in memory of Woodrow Wilson 
will not curb their eagerness 
lany more than the spectacle of a 
Runciman imposing tariff duties 
ig caleulated to check the viva- 
cious ribaldry of a Lloyd-George. 
It is not surprising therefore 
that the President refrained from 
making but the most, perfunctory. 
allusion to the Manchurian issu 
No doubt he passed in some re- 
lief to the doleful recital of the 
plight of the outside world and: 
the reaction of it upon a once 
prosperous America, 

The world outside, incidental~ 
ly, might have listened with in- 
terest to the President’s views 
on reparations, Here there was 
eminently sage taeiturnity, with 
a promise of further comment 
later. It may be doubted whee 
ther Mr, Hoover yet feels that 
his country is sufficiently alive 
to the need for viewing that vital 
question in a new light. ‘The 
recent visit of M. Laval showed 
that France, at all events, is not 
keyed up to that piteh. There is 
all the less reason therefore for 
an American statesman to risk 
his reputation in that regard, 
especially as the statesman in. 
question has no mean task be- 
fore him in convincing his coun- 
trymen that he has been not 
only the victim of circumstances. 
but, in fact, a skilful manipula- 
tor of those circumstances to the 
best advantage, At the present 
moment the pundits profess a 
total inability to see any chance 
‘of a Republican victory in the 
forthcoming elections for a Pre- 
sident. It would iil become any- 
‘one at this distance to question 
the accuracy of such a view, 
Yet, there are still some month 
to go before tho test is applied. 
During those months the country 
is likely to encounter some 
of the gravest economic dif- 


















































ficulties induced by the pre- 
vailing world conditions, The 
Republicans, under the’ guid- 


ance of Mr, Hoover, may be 
fortunate in solving a great part 
of those difficulties. It will be 
observed that some stress is laid 
‘on a comprehensive scheme of re- 
construction, It may, for exam- 
ple, give a most valuable impetus 
to the movement which has re- 
cently resulted in the completion 
of the “Four System Plan” for 
the consolidation of the four main 
railway administrations. This 
plan aims at the elimination of 
‘wasteful competiticn and the im- 
provement generally of the ser- 
vice which the railways can offer 
to commerce. To the outsider it 
‘would seem that Mr. Hoover has 
successfully avoided any pyrotech- 
nical display. He gives not the 
slightest impression that he is 
standing in a white sheet. He 
burkes no unpleasant facts, as his 
blunt reference to increased taxa~ 
tion shows. He leaves his op- 
ponents with the job of finding 
their. own line of attack, Their 
strength will, of course, enable 
them to levy’ political blackmail 
on any satisfactory achievements 
to be recorded during the current 
session. To put it more politely 
they will claim a shate of th 
eredit for such achievements. 
‘They probably. realise, however, 
that the gravity of the outlook 
discourages undue attention to 
the purely political side of tho 
problems exercising the nation’ 
mind.

New Ordinance Signed by 
‘Consul General 


The following Consular Ordinance 

‘been promulgated by BM. Ey 
Kocchlin, Consul-Geneval for France, 
Jand published in the Bulletin Munk, 
cipal: 

(G1) Ordinance of No. 83, of May 
17, 1926, is hereby abrogated and. 
replaced’ by “the following pro- 
visions: — 

(2). No periodical, journal noe 
review shall be published or sold in 
the French Concession without per. 
fnission in writing from the French 
{Constl-General, 

‘No establishment shall be created 
for the publication cr distribution 
of the said journals. without the 
permission in writing of the French 
Consul-General.

Disposition of Balance of

hospital-ship Hannah Moller to Han- 
kow and for its upkeep whilst | 
carrying on work in the flooded 
areas will be closed on the Bist! 
instant, according to a decision’ 
reached on December 7 by! 
the committee of the International 
Flood Relief Funds, at a meeting, 
held in the offices’ of the Pekin 
Syndicate, “Ltd., Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank Building. 

Major W. S. Nathan presided 
and those present included Mrs. J. 
‘T. Ford, Misa Venn-Brown, and Dr. 
R._C. Robertson. 

‘The chairman having explained| 
that he had been in communication 
with the Hankow Committee of the 
Flood Relief Funds, sinee the return 
of the hospital ship to Shanghai, for 
the purpose of the ‘best | 
use fo which the balance of the fund 
could be devoted, it was proposed 
that the balance of the fund should| 
be remitted to the Hankow Com-| 
mittee as scon as their definite 
recommendations had been received. 

‘The next question arising was] 
whether it would be necessary to| 
keep the fund open for subseris 
tions. After a short discussion, it} 
was decided that, as only isolated 
amounts were being received, it 
‘would be advisable to close the fand 
as from December 31. ‘The hospital 
‘Ship account, incidentally, showed 
that $48,767.64 had been received in| 
donations (this sum including Tis.

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J» MORE SOVIET 


OIL, COMING 


Chartered Tanker Now En Route to Shanghai from 
Black Sea Ports 


Bringing a second cargo of Russi 
petroleum products for distributi 
‘onthe China market, the Norwegian 
tanker Svolder, a vessel of 3,772 
net tons register, is en route at the 
present time from Black Sea ports 
to Shanghai, loaded with over a 
‘million gallons of Soviet kerosine, 
together with a small quantity of 
petrol and lubricating oils, it was 
revealed here on Dec. 11. 

‘The dispatch of the Svolder to 
this elty by the Soviet Naptha Trust 
is the latest step in the Communist 
Government's campaign to wrest 
‘control of the oil market in China 
from the foreign companies which 
have dominated the situation here 
for many years, ‘The invasion, itself, 




















was launched ‘several months ago 
when the Russian trust engaged in 





petroleum products in this count 
‘and Inter sent a tanker here with a 
‘cargo of kerosine. As with the first 
vessel, the Svolder is believed to be 
consigned to the Kwang Wha 
Petroleum Co., the largest Chinese 
oil distributors in the Far East and 
the only independent concern here 
‘with an installation and organization 
capable of tinning the kerosine for 
the interior trade and distributing 
it widely among retail merchants. 
While negotiations were carried on 
betwoen the Soviet Oil Trust and 
the Kwang Wha Company for a 
considerable period relative to the 
granting of monopoly rights in 
‘China for five years, it is understood 
‘that no agreement actually has been 
completed as yet, Consequently, it 
ix believed that ‘this second cargo 
of Soviet Kerosine will be purchased 
‘outright by the Chinese ‘company, 
1¢ same as with the first shipment, 
for which it is said the Trust ¥e 
ceived $169,000 gold. Two prc

Now in all probability 
it is the latter only of these two 
items that will prevent him from 
stealing, and so long as he is only 
partly developed in civilisation, it 
is necessary for him to have this 
fear of a hidden force lurking 
somewhere in the background. 
Later he becomes educated to the 
idea that his proposed actions are 
contrary to the public good and 
accepts this, linked up ith the 
consciousness that there is still 
something waiting to provide suit- 
able punishment should he fal
